Gkntlemen: — In consequonco of a die 
solution of the House of Assembly you 
will shortly bo called upon to deoido who 
shall be your reprosonfatives in tho forth 
coming Parliament, At tho urgont ro 
quest of a respectable number of tho 
electors of our district I ha'vo .consented 
to bacomo a candidate for that honorable 
position. 

In urging my claims to your considora 
tion as a ropresontativo in that capacity I 
think it scarcely will bo necessary for me 
to tell you that my intoresta, to a large 
oxtont, must bo identical with your own 
Everything I ijosgess in tho world .being 
invested in the land Iliyetipon, andl'ook 
ing. to tbat, and tbat alone," for'tho'men 
tainanco of myself and those who are 
dependent upon mo, you will understand 
I am suro, that tho happiness and pros 
pority of tho country are to mo an ol)jeo 
of tbe deepest solicitude; and should yon

I need scarcely toll you I am in favor of 
retrenchment as far as possible .without 
impairing the effioienoy of the public 
service. Considering the condition of 
the finaucos of the connfry I think $2,800 
a year sufliciont for a minister, without 
sessional allowance, and I am assured by 
an ox-Ministor of uuduiiliied integrity 
that three ministers are sufliciont. If euch 
is the case I should, after mature dclib 
oration, support a measure with that 
object in view, believing, as I do, that a 
ministry, to bo of real service to the 
country must bo strong, not in numbers, 
but in the confidence and support of tho 
House, 

There is another great evil developed in 
our proTious Legislative AsaemblioB which 
I think should, if possible, be . oheoked. 
I allude to tho base purpose to which the 
sufTroges of some oonstituoncios havo 
been turned by those who havo been 
trusted to represent them; being sought 
and secured only ns a stopping-stone to 
"snug place and pension," By relieving 
a Ministry from the importunities of such 
reprosontutives we should at once v'Oonfer 
a benefit both upon the Government and 
tho country. "With a view to secure thia 
object I should favor a measure, if found 
practicable, which should disqualify a 
member of the House for such a term as 
might bo deemed necGssary for holding 
any oflioo in the service of the.GoTernmont. 

Oar free sohool system I ponsidor ono 
of the greatest blessings of free govern- 
ment, and I should allow nothing ,to, on 
danger its pormanenoy or to impair its 
efHcienoy. 

The dry dock question seems to mo in 
its present condition a Provincial calam- 
ity and any scheme brought forward to 
; relieve us of it witliout serioaa loss 'WOnld 
recoivQ my sincere support. 

With regard to our relations with the 
Dominion Government and railway con- 
struction, I still think wo shall get justice 
though I think it may be tardy, but in 
the meantime I would yield to no man in 
my determination to press upon that gov- 
ernment tho fulfilment of tho terms. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, lot mo add, 
that should you elect me as one of your fu- 
ture ropresoEtntivea I think your interests 
would be best secured by sending mo 
pledged to good measures rather than 
men; wo should then be free from all 
entanglements of parties and be at liber- 
ty to accept from wHatlBver quarter they 
might come, such measures as would con- 
duce to tlio welfare of tho country. 

I shall at all times, if elected, seek to 
communicate with you aa often aa possi- 
ble that I may profit.by your advice and 
instruction; and; if at any time, by the 
exorcise of m:y;(6wn;,jndgnient, I should 
forfeit your opnfidenofl and- support, yon 
need only lot mb know it in whatever 
shape you think proper, and it will be my 
Ijleasuro, aa it will bo certainly my duty, 
to resign into your keeping the trnst I 
now solicit at ypar hands ;7T'.be]ieTing;, as I 
always havo belieTcdi' that by ihis means, 
and this alone, can wo secure for our- 
selves tho full benefits and advantages 
which governments of tho people are ex- 
pected and, I bolieyo, are oalculatad to 
bestow.

The Sonth Thompson Beiervation. 

Editob Colonist:— Having noticed iu 
your iaauo of March 13th an article refer- 
ring to the South Thompson Indian res- 
ervation which is calculated to mislead 
tbo public, we foel called upon, iu our 
own vindication and in tho public inter- 
est, to make a correction by explaining 
that we did not "lay oar complaint before 
the House of Assembly on wrong infor- 
mation," but that our information was de- 
rived from the Indian Agent — Mr. L«ni- 
han-^tho oorreotnosa cf which ■was subso- 
quontly confirmed only too well by tho 
report of tbo Commissioners themselves. 
We complained that wo were being on^ 
closed within a huge Indian reservation, 
to be subject to the constant aggression 
and damage to properly and the number- 
loss and nameless nnnoyunoes resulting 
therefrom. ,Wo" complained that our 
lands would be of leas valuo, and our 
homes less pleasant, and property of all 
kinds insecure by so close a contact with 
the savages. Wo complained that wo' 
woro being isolated; so few in number as 
to bo precluded from tho priviloges of a 
school and dopriyed of all tho amenities 
which arc derived from ooutaob with a 
progressive rACo We.QOmplaiDod thatan 
aggravated and permanent nuisauco was 
beiug located on and obstructing tho pub- 
lic.road, the only way of access to and egres 
from our farms aud over whioh'all our traf 
fio by land must bo done, aud by which 
any member of onr families must pass on 
going from home an& ioturniu({, and that 
only byidriviugi our Btobk' thro.ugh and 
beyond the reservations can it have access 
to tho public domain. We asked for no 
now rights or privileges, but only to ro- 
main in possesaion of those wo hud pre- 
viously enjoyed. Wo afkod not for pro- 
tection from the nuisanoe of dogs and the 
depredations of savages, but that those 
nuisances and depruLlalious be not iuilio- 
ted upou ua, and any aoUoa ou the part of 
tho Oommisfionera which would directly 
subject ua to those evils was cloarlj not 
connootod with their duties. Wo merely 
asked that our rights to property legiti- 
mately acc^uired be secured to us, uudi- 
minished in valuo by olBoial act, and that 
we be not debared from the purstiits of 
happineaa. The pnblio will judge if we 
asked for more than in j.islioo wo may do 
mand. Tho act we complained of was nu- 
questionably illegal and consequently 
should become void, as no atato, unless a 
despotism, arrogntes to itself the prerog- 
ative of destroying private property, or 
taking legitimate value ' from it, only by 
fair and equitable indemnifioation, and 
that throe farms thus isolated and with 
such surroundings are by such act re- 
duced in value to an unlimited extent all 
tho world will- admit. In extenuation of 
their action tho' CpmmisaioDors liavo not 
ovon tho excuse to plead that land ou tho 
south bank'of tbo rlvar'was'roquirsd by 
it ho IndiaDS. Tho Indian Agent, Mr. 
Jlionihan, admitted when hero that they 
iliavo as much land as they will utilize ou 
\tho opposite aide, and tho chief of tho 
[baud to which tho grant in question was 
■made has witbiu a few years past leased 
(to parties entirely disoonnectod with hia 
' tnbe agricultural Isod'slrctfiiy'Tindof cul- , 
tivation for'the noniindl sn'm of two and a 
half dollars per acre, and immodiately on 
tho return below of the Indian Agent ho 
offered to dispoao of all tho land on 
this same grant which' ia available for 
cultivation to thieo or. four of tho Kam- 
loops baud, and the nogptiatipns were 
only brokoa..oir by '.their jJoiiWirig- that 
they oonld not have the use of our ditches 
and that the supply of water is only suffi- 
ciont to irrigate oar own land during 
three years out of four j^b the aansqns av- 
erage. ' SUUSWAP.

EUROPE. 

London, April 29. — First Indian expe- 
ditionary force will embark from Bom- 
bay. Two diviaiouB will leave to-day, 
consisting of two batteries of royal artil- 
lery, tho 13th and 31ft logiments, second 
goorkhas and two compftuics of sappers 
and miners. Tbo second Avill embark as 
soon as possible. It will consist of the 
ninth cavalry, first Bombay lancers, 9th 
and 26th Bombay infantry and two com 
panics of sappera and miners. 

London, April 30—4 a.m. — It is under- 
stood at Alderabot that the Queen has ox- 
pressed hor intention of naming an early 
day to review the first army corps in its 
now . complete state. A disptttoh from 
Woblwioh say's two battallious of artillery 
there are under orders to proceed to 
Malta. 

London, April 29. — Tho Standard's 
Paris correspondent slatoa that tho report 
has heou revived that; Germany is seeking 
to secure neutraliziition of tho Baltic in 
tho event of war. 

A Calcutta dispatch to Times soyg it is 
reported that tho commanding oillcerB of 
ndmerpua regiments bavo reoeived orders 
tb' have ovoi-ything ready for immediate 
ombiirkution. 

Tho 'Times' corrospondent at Vienna 
says all sides are willing to continue ne- 
gotiations although there is some moman- 
tnry ill will at St. Petersburg at tho difll- 
cuUies concerning the withdrawal from • 
Coustantinoplo. 

A special to (ho Telegraph from Borlin 
ntatoH Austria is resolved to tnko imme- 
diate and forcible poaseaaion of Bosnia 
and Herzegovinia. 

London, April 28. — The IHmes has the 
following from its correspondent at St. 
Petersburg: There is some truth iu the 
rumor that Prince Biamarok faas retired 
from tho position of mediator as tho prin- 
ciple of simultaneouH withdrawal from 
Conatantinoplo is accoptej. Ho tbiuks 
negotiations as to details can bo more con- 
veniently carried on directly between tho 
parties coucorned. Eussia is quite ready 
to continue negotiations direct aud hop«a 
Lord Salisbury will abandon hia partly 
Aegalive criticism ; but it is not known 
how England intends to act.

— Negotiations be- 
tween tho English commissionerB and the 
insurgouts for tho ceasation of hostilities 
in Thessaly coutinaee. 

M. Trepoff, whom thp woman Vera 
Sassulitoh dome time sinoo attempted to 
murder, haa been relieved of bis fuuotioiia 
as iirofoot of St. Petersburg and of tho 
police. 

A rumor comes from Vienna that 
Marshal Count Von Moltko, tho well- 
known German atratigiat, who is viatiug 
Copenhagen, ia commiasioned to negotiate 
a league between Denmark, Russia and 
Germany for closing the lialtip. 

London, April 29 — Last week Generals 
Jou(\uowisky and Ziimmerman, sent of- 
ficers simultaneously to Fashi Pasha at 
Shnmla, and Ahmed Kaisarhi ot Varna, 
with formal demands for the surrender 
of tkose places. The answers in both 
cases wore that no orders to quit had been 
received from tho Soraakiorato, nor if auch 
orders were received could tho troops bp 
moved until Iransportiitipn qamo. Some 
threats wore (hen used; finally tho Eus- 
sians begged permission to occupy the 
outer lines leaving the innorlinoa and 
towns to tho turka. This was declined 
and the RuasiauB preaaod tlie point. "Lot 
UB talk no more' about this foolisbnoBs," 
was Ahmed KoiaerhiB' lant answer. 

The evacuation of Batoum ia rendered 
difllonlt through the opposition of the 
populace. They refuse to submit to tho 
EuBsian rule and offer to pay ransom and 
remain. Turkish petitions to this effect 
have been received at the porte. Turkish 
troops have been moved recently so as to 
more olYoctually cover tho land side ol

London, April 29. — Qathorno Hardy, 
secretary for India, presiding at a banquet 
in Bradford to-night said the Government 
took its stand ou public faith and honesty 
and upon the declaration of 1871 that one 
])arty to an engagement cquld not with- 
draw from it without the consent of the 
rest'. The real question was whether 
England had or had not a great interest 
in the East. He maintained that tho trea 
ty of San Stofano in its present shape did 
not contain tho clement of permanent 
pence.

Q. C. charged with having boen guilty qt 
improper and dishonest conduct an a 
aolioitor in dealing with a client. Mr. 
Carrie was siruok olF tiio loHa. Tho 
learned ChauooUor p jonounoed the sou- 
tonpo leolingly, for. grossly dishonest 
though ho has ahon'n himself to be, Mr. 
Currio was once a member of tho Logis- 
l&tive Council of Canada; was once First 
Commoner of Ontario; wasonoe a Bench- 
er of the Law Society, and is now. a mem- 
ber of the Legislature of this Pfoyipcp. 
To degrade such a man in tl^e eyes of the 
profession to which ho bolouga, tlio peo- 
ple whom ho rcpreBOiita, and tho country 
in which ho has long been a public man, 
was no doubt a most painful duty. His 
oftbnce. However, rendered this condign 
punishment absolutely neooaaary in the 
publio interests. Tho facts are briolly 
thoie: 

A Mr. J.W. Bro^p made a mortgage to 
Mr. Curr;o in September, 18G2, on a ocr- 
tfiiiji property. In tho November follow-: 
ing Mr. Currio assigned this mortgage to 
a Mr. Junkin without Brown's knowlodgo. 
In 18G3, Brown agreed to oxchango his 
property fof a lot owned by a Mr, Wnds- 
worth. Browu and Wadsworth went to 
Currio, and tho former told him to dis- 
charge tho mortgage, whioh ho, of courdo, 
BuppoBod Ourrie hold, ou his lot, and ac- 
cept instead, a mortgage on tbo lot ho was 
acquiring iu oxchango from Wadsworth. 
Ourrie, without informing either of them 
that he had made over-' the mortgage to 
Junkin, asaontod nud made out tho no- 
ceasary documents, Brown disobarging 
the first mortgage iu full. Brown and 
Wadsworth tfustpd Currio implicitly, 
both Qayiug "tlipy had every cbufldouoo 
in him." Junkin died in 18G8. In 1871 
Wadsworth died, leaving a widow and 
two childron. and Brown, believing all 
thp while thai tho first mortgage had boen 
discharged by Currio, paid the Hocond 
ono before it became duo, and received a 
regular discharge from Currio. Tho as- 
signment from Currio to Junkin contain- 
ed a povonant by the former for ^h,© pay- 
ment of the mortgage i|i^on'oyj dhd nnder 
this Carrie oontinued to pay tha interest 
until October, 187'i. Ho thon made do- 
fault, and Juukin's representatives at oftoo 
came down upou Mr. Brown, who then 
for the first (imo leagued o? Oniry's na- 
sigument pf the mortgage. But Wads- 
-?(forth having become the purchaBer of 
the land while i^n aaaignmont of the mort- 
gage stood ragistored, bia estate was held 
responfijblo, and Junkin's representatives 
entered suit against Wadsworth'a widow 
and children, and obtained a decree. 

These facts Mr. Currio did not deny. 
Hia plea was one ol "good intcntioBB;" ho 
intended to square the Account all round 
-wh^n ho OQUld aiford it.
